Eornwallis, dated Eutaw, Sepl. Qy 1781- 
MY LORD, 
ITH particular fatisfastion, I have the honour to inform 
your Lordhip, that on the 8th inftant, I was attacked 
by the rebel General Greene, with all the force he could col- 
Jeét ip this province and North Carolina; and, after an objti- 
nate engagement which lafted near two hours, 1 terally defeated 
him and took 2 fix-pounders. 

Soon after I had the honour of writing your Lordthip from 
Thomfon’s, I received information of Green’s having moved 
with the rebel army towards Camden, and croffed. the Wate- 
ree near that place ; ad, from the be{t intelligence I could 
colleét, was on his march to Friday’s Ferry on the Conga- 
rees. 

‘The army under ‘my command being much in want of ne- 
ceffaries, and there being, at the fame time, a convoy with 
provifions on the march from Charleftown, which would have 
neceflarily obliged. me to- make a detachment of at leaft 400 
men (which at that time I could ill afford, the army being 
much weakened by ficknefs) to meet the convoy at Martin’s, 
56 miles from my camp; the diitance being fo greaty a {maller 
efcort was liable ta fall by the enemy’s cavalry, which are very 
numerous. 

I therefore thought it advifeable to retire by flow marches 
to the Eutaws, where I_ might have an opportunity of recei+ 
ving my fupplies, and difencumber myfelf of the fick, without 
rifking my efcorts, or faffer myfelf to be attacked at a difad- 
vantage, fhould the enemy have croffed the Congarec. 

Notwithftanding every:exertion being made to gain intelli- 
gence of the enemy’s fituation, they rendered it impoflible, by 
way-laying the by-paths and paffes through the different {wamps 5 
and even detained different flags of truce which I had fent on 
public bufinefs on both fides. 

About fix o’clock in the morning I received intelligence by 
two deferters, who left General Greene’s camp the preceding 
evening, about 7 miles from this place ; and, trom their report, 
the febel arthy confifted of new 4000 men, with a numerous 
body of cavalry, and 4 picces of cannon. 

Ip. the mean time I received information by Mrjor Coffia, 
whom I had previoufly detached with 140 infantry and 50 ca- 
valry, in order to gain intelligence of the encmy, that they 
appeared in farce in his front, then, about four miles from niy 
camp. 

Finding the enemy in force fo near mc, I determined to 
fight them, as from their numerous cavalry, a retreat feemed 
to me to be attended with dangerous confequences ; I imme- 


diately formed the line of battle, with the right of the army to 


the Eutaw branch, and its: left crofing the road leading to 


Roache’s plantation, leaving a corps on a commanding fitua- | 
tion to cover the Charleftowa road, and to att occafionally asa.

Knowing that the enémy,,were much fuperior in numbers,

fritid ift Tront, induced me not to alter my pofition, unlefs I faw 
a certain advantage to be gained by it: For by moving for- 
wards, I expofed both flanks of the army. to the evemy’s caval- 
ty, which I faw ready formed to take that advantage, particu- 
larly on the lett, which obliged me to move the referve to fup- 
port it. 

By fome unknown miftake, the left of the line advanced, and 
drove their militia and.North Carolinians before them ; but un- 
expectedly finding the Virginian and Maryland lines ready for- 
med, and at the fame time receiving a heavy fire, occafioned 
fome confufion. It was therefore neceflary to retire a live 
diftance, to an open field, in ordcr to form, which was inftant- 
ly done, under cover of a heavy and well directed fire, from 
a detachment of New-York Voluntcers, under the command of 
Major Sheridan, whom I had previou{ly ordered ‘to take poft 
in the houfe, to check the enemy fhould they attempt to pals it. 

The attion was renewed, with great fpirit; but [was forry 
to find that a three pounder, poited on the. road leading ta 
Roache’s, had been difabled, and could not be brought off 
when the left of the Jine retired. ~ vex. re 

The right wing of the army being compofed of the flank bat- 
talion, under the command of Major Marjoribanks, having re- 
pulfed and drove every thing that attacked them, made a rapid 
move to their left, and attacked the enemy in dank; upon 
which chey gave way in all quarters, Icaving behind them 2 
brafs fix-pounders, and upwards of 200 killed on the field of 
action, and 60 taken prifoners, among(t which is Colonel 
Wathingtun ; and, from every information, about 800 wound- 
ed, although they contrived to carry them off during the ac- 
tion. The enemy retired with great precipitation to a {trong 
fituation, about feven miles from the field of action, leavine 
their cavalry to cover their retreat. The glory of the day 
would have been more compleat, had not the want of saat 
prevented me from taking the advantage which the gallantry of 
my infantry threw in my way. c 

I omitted t inform-your Lordfhip, in its proper place, of 
the army’s having for fome time beeu much in want aise 
there being no old corn or mills near me. I was therefore wader 
the necefkity of fending Ont routing parties from ‘each chia e Wi 
der an orkcer, to collect potatoes every morning at dos eekt :
